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PREFACE 


T'l'ilj pliitts in tliiit vtiluiueT Bxcciptiug t]iy fruutispitict;, Plnte ajxd tlie -'^uppleineiitnry platiOS, 
were prepared severfll yearg agt» under the supervision of Dr. Ftlhrer, then Archteologicul 
Surveyor and Curat^jr of the 'Lucknow Provincial ituiiCQiii. When he quitted tlie service 
of Government in the autumn of 1898 lie left the plates without a word of csplaiuitory text, 
although a uionograph ou the Jain remains at Mtitliurii Imd been mivertised jis in lui advanced 
st^e of preparation by hint. Sir Antony MacDuuuell, G.C.S.L, i^ieutenanLGovemor of the North- 
Western Provinces and Chief Cotmuissioiier of Oudli, conuulted mtf as to tlie beat \n*ay of utilizing 
the fine series of plates prepared by Dr. Fahrer, 1 advised that they should tic publisheii with 
a concLsu descriptive text, a short iiitroductiun, and mfereucas to any previous pubUcations iii which 
the subjects of them had been treated, no attempt being made to disooas the riiauy questions of 
interest suggest^ by the jilates. My recommendations were accepted, and, uo one eke being 
available to do the work, I uudeitook it. Any attempt to disemw at Iciigtli Uie linguistic, jialseo- 
graphical, bistoritsd, ardstic, and other topics connected with the works of art illustrated would 
have involved prolonged research, juid resultetl in a very bulky treatise. The plates and inscriptions 
have, therefore, been left to speak for themselves with unly so much annotation and explanation 
as seemed mdis|»eiisab1e. 

In some cases 1 have been uiiabJc to accept iw currect the headings afKxcd to the pktes bv 
Dr. Ftthrer, f 

I indebted in sundjy ujiLtter.s of detail to notes prepared by Dabu Puian Clnuidar Muldjcrji 
who vtsitetll Mathura, and U* some extent compared the plates witli the originals in the Lucknow 

JIuBeuTu. In a few cases he detected diBCrepaneie^ between Dr, FUhror’a heittlings to the ijlatos and 
the labels affixed to the originals in the Museum. * 

I liave seen most of the originals from time to time, but official duties have prevented mo from 
.staying in Lucfctmw to make a minute exnitimation of the iibjecta described. Unfortunately no 
catalogue of the valuable Archeological collections in the Lncktiow Museum exists. The colieotiou 
is housed ill a dark crypt and very inadequately displayed. 

It is imposaible for me to compile a thoroughly satisfactory wmrk from iimtoriala collcctei] by 
ajiofiier man and left m an incomplete state. But, iiolwithstonding its admitted and obvious 
limitations and deficicucie??, I believe that this book will be of great iuterost to Oriontolists. In the 
spoBiug of liuliaii woids I have followed the system adopted in the '‘Epignipliia ludica." The 
transliterationB of the inaoriptions are given in Roimm charactei^^. Nothing would, I tMuk, bo 
gained by the use of NSgarl type.

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INTRODUCTION, 


Tee KankAl!, or Jaini, mound (TtU), from or near yvhidh most of tlie objects delineated 
in the plates of this work were eicavated, sinndfi in the -angle between the Agra and Gobardhan 
roads, close to the south-west corner of the city of Mathui'A, and about half n mile aonth of 
the KatrS. ( Frontispieci’). 

The name of the mound k derived from a modern temple, a moiui shrine, which is occupied 
by an ancient carved pillar doing duty as a Hindu goddess, who haa been dubbed KanktUf. This 
temple stands about midway between the well and the Jain Stllpa which excavated by 
Dr- Fahjer in the season 1890-91- The mound is nearly rectangular in shape and is approximately 
500 feet long by 350 feet broad-i It long served as a quarry for bricks. Excavations for archeolo¬ 
gical purposes have been made at various dates. General Cunniugham worked at the western end 
in March and U'overabor 1871 ; Mr, Growse operated on the northern portion in 1875, aud Dr. 
Burgess and Dr. Filhrer extended the excavationa to the eastern end at different tiroea from 1887 
to 1396. hlr. Harding, a predecessor of Mr. Growse as Magistrate of Mallmrh, also made some 
excavations, A grove of trees haa recently been planted on what is left of the mound, which will 
probably not be further explored. 

Mr. Growse and Mr, Harding dis<?overed in or close to the Kank3U mound {1) t^vo colossal 
Btataes of Buddha, each feet high, supposed to be now in the Public Library at Alhdiitbad; (2) 
several mutilated statuea of finer stone and superior execution ; (3) a large fi^e of an elephant, 
without its trunk, found in 1871 in a garden, with on inscription dated 39 in the reign of the 
KusMu Huvkhka (4) a square pillar w ith four naked Jinas, dated in the year 9 in the reign 

of the Kush&n King Kanishka; and (S) a comdcrable uuinber of other statues aud sculptures- 
Mr, Growse notes that the ancient figures are carved in coarse red sandstoue with Pftl! iuscriptioUB. 
The mecliseval figures are executed in much finer material, aud the inscriptions are in Sanskrit m 
characters of the eleventh century A. D.® 

The objects found by Cunningham were, with the exception of one ten-armed Brahroanical 
figure, all Jain. They iucluded several colossal and life-size statues, both mule and feuude, all more 
or less mutilated i many broken statues of the Jain hiemrchB, stsv'eral being inscribed; and at least six 
examples of the pillars of Sidpa railings.

Kushftn kings, Kani^hka, Huvisblta, and Vfiiiudevji has been determined, Tliat era may, pcrliaps, 
prove to be the mmu which is uswl in the KliariKshtbl bseriptioiis from the neighbourhood of 
PeshAwar, and has been supposed to bo either identicaJ, or ntjarly coincident, with the et» B, C. 57, 
known as the Maiavn or Vikramftditya ersi. The tlieory of Pergussi^n and Oldenbcrg tlmt Kanishka 
founded the Saha era o^ A. D. 78 is not now generally accepted, althougli M. Specht still suppt»rtfi 
itu M, Sylvain L^vi places tlm accessitm of ICanlslika at about the Christian era. T am satisfied, 
ha\'mg regard to tlm nuinismatlc evidence Unit that event caunot be placed earlier than A. D. 30. 
Everyone ia agreed that the Kushaii era, which undoubtedly dates from tba ncceaaion of Kanishka, 
cannot have l>egun later than A. D. 78, nor earlier than B. C. 57.^ 

Thu Mathurft inscri[itions dated b the uinletermined era tfuige certainly f'roni the year 5 to the 
year 98.“ The years 5 and £I8, therefore, lie respectively between the limita of B* * C, 52 and 
A.B. 83, ond A. I), 41 and A. D. 178,* Tlie lateat inscription found is dated in V. S. 1134, or 
A, D. 1067. /The doouruenta may, coiJsei]ueotly, l»e assmmed to cover a period of nearly eleven 
centuries, from the beguming of the Chrisliiui era to the middle ot the eleventli centuiy A. B. 

The undated bsoriptions b Plates YTI and X may he refeiTed to as examples of early records 
dating probably from about a century before the bcginniTig of tiie Christian era. Their linguistic and 
pidKOgraphical peculiarities have l^een comnicuted on by Bfililer. 

Tlie document roprodueed in Plate XIV is dated in the year 42, which may be assumed oa 
approiimately efiuivalent to B. C, 15. It is of epecial intorcst as mciitioning the great Satrap 
( MaJidksfiutrtipa) ^odhsa, and determining bis date as soon as the era used by Mm shall have been 
determine A That era Ls probatily distinct from the era used by the Kuslihn kings. 

The oiiistie merit of njany of thu ficulptures is apparent, although in some cases the drawinga 
fail to do full justice to the origmals. The deep undercutting of much of the omaiuenl is epcciolly 
notieeable. The existence of HeUenietic works of art at Matliurfi has been long known, the most 
conspicuous examples being thu so-called Silenus groups, aud the iferaklGs strangling the Nemcoxi 
lion. In the plates of this -work HelJenistic bfiueiice may, I think, be traced. It w*nii probably 
the result of intercourse >rith tlie Alesnmlrian school, wliicii delighted In marine uiotisters and 
fantastic decoration. The general design of decoration in panels like that reprixluoed in Plate VIIT 
seems to me to he decidedly HeUenistic. Attention is also invited to the description of Plate XIX 

The vine shown on the left Ivoivler of Plate X is certainly HcUuiiistic The Buulpture is 
probably too early in date to be Gneco-R^iman. 

Tlie harpies and eenteure of Plates XV and XVI obviously resomble te some exteut those 
lamiliar in Greek art, although it is possible that they weiHi borrovved directly from Assyria or 
Biibylonio. The winged lions of the capitals in Plates XIh. 111 to XLVl seem te be certainly of 
Assyrian or Babylonian origin. Otlier features of the r.apitala aie Persian. The sculptures taken 
as a whole, though thoroughly Indian iti subject, aud for the niust part in troatinont, undoubtedly 
show a considerable amount of adaphition of foreign ideas.

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Blihler hflft emphasized the lesson taught by the Matliuri discoverioa that Indimi art was not 
seetariau. All religioue, Buddhiat, Jahi. luid BrnhiuanJcid, used the art of their age and crnmtry, 
all alike drew on a comnioii store-houise of aymboHe and conrentional itnuees?. Stupas, wcrod. 
trees, ndlings, wheels, and eo forth, were Available equally to the Jain, Buddhist, or orthodox Hindu 

as religious flymbols or decorative elenienfes. ^ ^ ^ 

The diisooveries have to a very large extent aupplied coiTol»oration to the written Jain tuition, 
4 Uid thuy. offer tangible inoontrovertible proof of the antiquity of the Jain religion, and of its early 
esiatenee very much in ita pri^nt fonu. Tl^e aaries of twenty-four pontiff (TiHkamhtrm), each 
with his distiuctivu einhlcm, wtLS evidently Biiidy believed in at the Riming of the Chnstma er^ 
Tlie inscriptionsi are replete with information m fcu the organization of the ohur^ m 

sections known as hda, and WBuJ. and supply excellent iUustrationa of the Jain hooka. Bo^ 

inscriptions and sculptures give mterestiiig detailfl iiroving the existence of Jam nuns, and the 

intiuentuil position in the Jain church otscupied by women.

Most of those found in 188£i came from tlie central temple in the mound The mscnl^ 

imagtis dated V, S. 1038 and 113 -t,{Plates XCV and XCVI) are quoted by Dr. Pllhrer os preving 
that this central temple belonged to the &v^tauibara sect, but I notice that the images are nude. 

The finds of 1890, he aaya, chiefly come from the second Juiu temple, which according to a 
Nilgjwt inscription, was still in the hands of the Digambare sect as late as V.^S. 1080, A. D. 

According to Dr, Ffihrer the mound also contained remains of a Buddhist inhfh'a and of a 
Vaishnava temple. Some ot the sculptures depicted in this work may belong to Bud^ist or 
Brahniauica] buildings, but most of them are certainly Jain. A few of tlw objects ill^^at^ 
to have been included by mistake in this eolleetion, as they come, according to the labels a&xed to 
them, from places in Mathura distant from the Emikali mound. The supplementniy plates are 
from phutograplis supplied by Mr. Mukherji,

Tlie arrangement of radiatii^ 
walls hi the bascmunt is merelj a constrnctive device to save expensive masonry. The spaces 
between the radii were presumably filled in with oky. The devices usod by JStUpa builders to attain 
the purpose of economizing masonry were very various. Sl^pm of eomidemble size built through* 
out of eolid masoniy, like Jfr. Pepp^ s PippAb wa St&pa containing the relics of Buddha,^ are rare.

VIE^ AND SECTION OF THE JAIK STOPA AS EXCAVATED. 

These plates add little to ihe iiiformation olftainable from the in Plate UL 
Mr. Mtikherji note® that the bricks brought to light during the excavatioiia were of different 
sizfifi. Some were about 15 inches square and 6 inches thick, while others were long and cotopara- 
tively narrow. Tim smallest bricks were about 7 inchea broad and 2 inchi* thick. The smaller 
sizes were, naturally, better burnt than the larger sizes. In the reiuahis of the ancient moiiaefery 
«t Sohnflg in the Gorakhpur District I have noticed a simitar variation in the sizea of thu brickja. 
The huge°square slaljs occur at Sohn^ also, and I measured one comparatively narrow brick them 
which was 19 inches long.^

Bdhter waa at first under the iiupregaioti tlmt the use of these highly decorated tablets was 
confined to the Jak'us; but Dr. Fiihrer has recorded the disctjvery of a BuddliUt example among tho 
ruins of a Buddhist vihdm, at Rftmuagar in the Bareli district, tlie site of the ancient AdhichhattrH 
or Ahichatra, That example is said to exhibit in the centre?a fullbli>wn lotus sorrounded by four 
highly ornamented trikes, and to bear an ancient inacription.® 

The examples represented in the plates tn this book are all JauL 

The central object In Plate Vll is the seated figure of a Jinn. 

Tlie surrounding carring comprises representations of pillars in the Persian Achmmenian style, 
and a great variety of sacred symbols, which I need not attempt to describe in detaiL The work¬ 
manship is verj* fine.

This fine votivo tablet^ which ia easentidly an dydgapaia, though uot no called, repreaonta it 
royal lady attended by three women and a child. The attendant woimni, in accordance with the 
ancient Hindu raahion, which survived to modem timea in Southern Lidia, are naked to tlie walat 
t>ne holds an umbrella over her mlstresa, whom another fans. The tliird holds a wreath (hdr) ready 
for presentatioa The execution is hold, and not altogether wanting in artistic merit, 

The inscription above shows that the tablet was presented to the Jain aliriuc by a lady naiUHl 
Amohinf in the year 42, in the roign of the Satrap ^odlsa. The text is as follows:—

Unfortunately the initud year of the era used hy the great Satrap So^ilsa lia.s not yet been 
determined with atscuracy, but the inscription may be considered os dating a few yetvre earlier than the 
Christian cta Although Bdiiler thought it possible tlmt the first numeral character might be read 
as 70, it seems to me to be 40. 

Another inscription of the Satrap was found by Cuniiiugham in the Jnil mound at 

Mathura (Ai-ch. Hip-. A^olume III, page 30, Plate XIII, l). His coina also ore Found in the neigh¬ 
bourhood. His history and coinage are discussed in the publications referred to in tlic note,- but 
no thoroughly satisfiictary result can be obtomod until tlie chronological ptsiiion of the dynasty of 
the Satraps of Mathurii is definitely fixed

of the umbrella- The K^iMras, or harpies, hover in the air on each side of the umbrella over the 
lost St&jK 4 , Tlie sculpture is archaic in style-

The broken slabfs represented in this pint© timy Imve fiimied part of the deoaration of n 
Torann pillar. 

Figure 1 represents a Tain saint, called ardliaiuiLLia by Ur. Piihrer,^ preaching to a pritiee 
and his thretj attonilants. Tlie royal raiik of the principal hearer is indicated by the uiubrelk held 
over him.^ The scene is bounded on the left by a lion capital in Achfemenian style. 

The {mnel represented in dgure 2 is divided into two ccnipartnients. The upper ooroparttnent, 
a narrow band, shows a SUpa in the centre, wdth fw'o seated Jainas on each aide, Theue four inwgos 
^ probably^ those of the last four Tlrthntiikaras, Ximi, Nemi, Pftr&va, and Tardliamina. The 
identity of P4rbvariAth is established by hiS'Canopy of atuikO'lieads. 

The lower compartment seems to represent the ascetic named Ka^lia, in whose honour the 
sculpture was dedicated, receiving the homage of the donor, the uife of Uhauahastin, ami of three 
small fonialcs, one of whom is represented aa a snake-maiden (N&fjft-lanyd,) with a canopy of eobma. 
Ilie objects held in the hands of the ascetic seem to be pieces of cloth. The principal inscription is 
in rather irregular characfters. The date at the beginning appears to be Do, which would fidl in the 

reign of Visudeva The record is imperfect, and is not included among the hisijriptions Tiublished 
by Dr, Bilhler in the “ Bpigraphia Indiea.” ^

The group od the reverse of Uio akb is eyidently desigued as an expression of rejoicing at the 
successful accomplishment of the trsustcr of the child. 

The contemptuous reference in the Kalpas&tra to a low Brahmamcal family is of interest. 
Buhicr points out that four mutilated statues, or statuettes, now ui the Matliur^ Museum, 
which puzzled Cunningham, refer to tho same legend. Two of these figures are goat-headed males 
and tivo are females, each holding an infant in a dish.^

The interestiug' ^nlptures which arn tlie subject of those plato^ fonued part of tho decoration 
of the obverse and reverse of a arch way, sueli as is represented m phite XII ante, Thej’ 

have tili'eady been reproduced from photograplis and dcscril>ed hy Bill»lev {^Epi^jeaphin Indica, 
Volume II. p, 319, Plale III)* 

The general eubject of both compositions is the veneration of holy objects and places, probably 
Jain, by human and mythological beings. The plates are so readily intelligible that detailed des¬ 
cription may be spared, and the i-eoder’s attention need be merely drawn b* a few uotieoablc points. 

The spaudril, or corner space, in Plate XIX represents a group of ten male and fcuude worship¬ 
pers standing in an attitude of adoratioo, anti bringing oiferings. Below their feet a curt is shown 
in piu^. The central and most couspicuotls figure carries a large wreath to lie hung up on the St&pa 
or temple* The three eui vcd bands nil repreaeiifc pruce&aioual scenes, anti may bo compared with 
Plate XV ante. The running figures in the central Wd carr^- long trailing wreaths. Tliifl motive 
ia very conimou in Indian Buddhist art and [jt Homan art of the Autoiiino iieriod, aud os kto as 
the time of Constantine (A. D* 300). The style of this cebtral band seems to me deci<Jedly 
Helleiiiatie. Tim open-mouthed crocodiles which terminate each band are a very cominon elemetit of 
decoration in early Indian art. 

On the ravers® (Plato XX) the simndril is again occupied by a grou|i of worabippera, six in 
number, engaged in doing reverence to a Stupa and three small platforniH Ijeariiig ropresenUtious of 
sacred emblems.^ The processional scenes in tlie carve<l hands are largely occupieit by mythical 
monsters. 

There is nothing in tlie seulpturt's of this Torana to indicate whether the ccremoiiy depicted 
was Jain or Buddhist* but the fact that the slabs were found imt fur frttm tho jircsunt temple of 
Eankuli and close to many Jiiin remains imlic-atcs tlmtJiiiu ceremonies are the subject of the conipoai- 
tion. 

Bllhler has correctly pointed out that there was no distinctive schottl of Budtlbist, as distin¬ 
guished from Jain and Brahmaiiical, art. All sects mudo use for devotional puriwses of the art style 
of their period, and all alike to a very large extent used the same syiubolisim Wheels, tridents, 
lotus dowers, Stuftus^ and many other forms of symbols are oomtnon t4i all the sects.

DECOIIATIVE WORK.

Rouped together, and very briefly described, 

The panel shown in Plate XXI is a very fine example of deeply undertat scroll work, bas^ 
on an acanthns leaf motive. It haw been published aw figure 3 of Plate VI of the •'Technical Art 
Series," 18D2. 

Plate XXII represents another panel of a more oommonplace kind, carved in shallow relief.' 
Such panels were used to cover blank spaeea.2 Plate XXTTT represents a ringtilarly perfect and 
delicately carved umbrella in red sandstone, which was probably suspended over a coloasal statue, or 
perhaps over a 

The fragment oi‘ a Tm’aita bcitm depicted in figure L of Plate XXIT is exquisitely canned. 
The lotus flower and buds are admirably executed* The squatted dwarf with snake extremities 
recalls a class of figures common in Grajco-Homan art, and probably of Alexandrine origin. 

Figure 2, a string course, is a good example of undercut leaf scroll work. 

Plate XXV oflers examples of the ctirvecl ends of Tormyi lieams. 

Tlie most uitoresting of these is shown in figure 1, which represents in the left compartment a 
bud monster, or t/amda, in the act of devooring a triple-hooded snake, which has coiled itself round 
the monsteris neck. The right compartment is unfortunately imperfect The object depicted is e 
covered carriage with the bullocks unyoked and resting. One of the animals is standing, while the 
other is comfortably lying down. The persiiective is imusually good. 

The card ed door jmnb represented in Plate XXVI is said°to liave been found in the ruins at 
Moramajfi, a village about seven miles w-eat of ilathurfl, where an inscription of the Satrap RajubuJa 
was discovered The well-executed vine on the front elevation is noticeable, and is, T think, diatinctly 
HellcnLstic.

The fish shown in 
figure 2 swimming aw’ay from a pursuer ia not so audecssfiilly executed.

Chapter XII-pillars and Capitals. 


PLATES XLIII TO LI. 


PILLARS ASD CAPITALS. 

The ixine pUites Nos. XIjIII to LI may most profitably be and considered 

together. Detailed description is not necessary, as the plates explain themselves. But the reader's 
attention may be invited to a few points. 

The capitals are extremely complex structures, consisting of a large number of members. The 
most noticeable feature is the introduction of a group of winged lions between the upper and lower ■ 
capitals in many instances. 

The shafts of the pillars figured in Plates XLIII and XLIV bear mason’s mai-ka in early 
eharaoters, “ A-U " and " A-IV” respectively. 

The lower capital in Plate XLV has the reeded form which is familiar m the Alsoka pillars. 

Plates XLVI, XL\ II, and XLVIII offer examples of shafts highly decorated with all 
the exuberance of detail so dear to Indian art. 

Detached lion capitals are illustrate in Plates XLIX and L, 

The under>8nrfaoe, or soffit, of the capital represented in Plate L is prettily decorated with a 
simple leaf pattern. 

Plate LI gives some further details of individual members of two capitak.

BAILING PILLARS WITHOUT HUMAN FIGURES. 

Thls series of plates gives ample, and indeed more than adequate, illustmtioiis of the pillars 
of the railiiigs round a Si‘6ptt or SK^^rn, such as aie famihar to all students of Indian antiquities. 
Hitherto pillars of this class have been known only from Buddhist sites, and the term Buddhist 
railing ” has thus come into eoinnion use. The diacoveiy of the Jain St(i^ in the Knnkall mound 
makes this term unsuitable, and it is quite possible that some of the ** Buddhist railings "diswMvcred 
at other sites may turn out to be Jain, The decorations on the pillars in the present series are 
composed''of the usual elements, and thei-e is nothing distinctive about them to show whether the 
railing to which they belonged was Jain or Buddhist. But die buildings on the mound being 
principally Join, the probability is that the railings wei-e Jain also. The vafue of the excavations 
carried out by Dr, Fiihrer and other gentlemen in the KankilH mouud is much diminishGd by the 
failure to keep exact notes of the position and dimensions of the buildings exposed. If such notes 
had been recorded no doubt 'would have existed aa to tlie building to wliich these railings belonged. 

The side elevations in Plates LIV and LV show the lenticular holes into which the ends of 
the stone roils were fitted. 

Some examples of stone railings have lieen fitted together .and set up in the Lucknow 
Museum.

The figures stocjd on the front elevation, the reverse elevation being doLf-trated witl^ onianieotn 
of the usual rosette types, 

Tlie trees under whioh the w^aneii stand are m each case of a distinct kind. I cannot venture 
to identify tlie tress. 

In Plate IjX and LXI the women stand on crouching grotesque dwarfs, and wear ononijous 
eylindrieul ornamente ia their eiu's. 

In Plate LXll the 'iromufi oairies a mace in her left hantl, and stands fin a ledge, heiioath 
which are twft cunventiouHl Hons. 

In Plate T.XIT T the wonmn stands on a plinth marked with a peculiar trefoil ortiament 
Tlie male figure In Plate LXIV wesura an elaborate headdrea?, and Is decently clothed. He seems to 
be intended for a princely persomtge, or a Bndhisattvu. The pillar illustrated in this plate may be 
either Jain or Buddhist.

Plate LXXII, figuies 3 and 4 ; Plate LXXIlIj figures Ij 2, and 3; Plate LXXIV, figures I and 
4 : and Plate LXXVI. 

The elegance of the leaf patterns in figure 3 of Plate LXXT and figure 6 of Plate LXXIV 
deserves notice. 

The shell in figure 7 of Plate LXXI is an unusual omaroent. It h the emblem of Neminfttha, 
the twenty-second Jina, or Tlrthamkara. 

The edifice shown in figure I of PUite LXXII (back elevation) seems to be a peculiar kind of 
or pedestal built in. horiisontal tiers. The heavy eausage'shaped garlands are similar to those 
worn by the seated Jina in Plate VII. 

A sacred tree inside a railing adorned with strearoers is depicted in figure 4 of Plate L XXT II, 

dephanta in diflFerent positions are shown in figure 2 of Plate LXXIT and figure 2 of Plata 
LXXIV. 

A goose is delineated in figure 3 of Plate LXXIV, ami antelopes and bulls are shown in Plate 
LXXV. 

The elephant is the emblem of AjitauHtha, the second Jina; the goose is the cmbletn of 
SutUAtinbtha, the fifth Jina ; and the antelope is the emblem of tlie sixteenth Jina, &ftntinfttha.

Dr. Fulirer labels the plate as a sculptured panel representing Yai'dhamiUia seated under 
the Bodlii tree.” Dut for this description ^no Justiheation exists. No Dodhi tree Is represented. 
The panel simply has a leaf and stem bo^er on the right and left sides, I atn unable to find any 
indication that the personage represented is intended for YardhaniSno, or Mahilvtni, tho twenty* 
fourth and lost of the Jain Th-iliainkaras. The sign of Ymilhamina was a lion, and of such sign 
there is nb trace. 

Plates XCI and XCTV, jjOif/, give exouiplesof imdoubted images of Vordhnmana, witli his lion 
cognizance in each case. Those images are, as usual, nude. The figure of Uie saint in the tctldei 
under discussion is decently clothed, as are all his attendants, tn reality it is impossible to identify 
the subject of the plate, or oven to assert confidently tliat it bt Join. Dr, Flihrer himself declares 
that the remains in the Konkfili uiound included tiiose id' a Buddhist vihdrii, and of a ValshnaYa 
temple in luldition to the more prominent Jain edifices. foi- as I can perceive, the sculpture in 
Plate T.XXX Y does not possess any distinctive Jain character, Mr. MukJierJi suggests that the 
principal personage may be intended for Krishna, All that can be said at present with certainty is 
that the coinposltiou represents a seated saint receiving the boniitgc «if liis ndheretite. Tlie saint has 
a large liaJo and a Iieaddress which suggests a snake's hood. Me is seated on a j^edestnl composed 
of four !dal>s of stone, which may be compnre<J with the pedestal or Stfym of five tiers shown in Plate 
T. XXn , 1. The disciple on each side is olotliejJ like his master, and wears a similar headdrese* 

III tlie gwmp of five disciples Ijelow the pedestal, only one, the largest figure, wears the same 
headdress. The three other male figures to the right seem to have their hair tied up tii a topknot. 
The figure on the left is that of a woqmn.

The fourlbid image ia that of Vai-dhamfliia, whoso lion cognmnee 
is shoivn below* his seat.

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The ehafoAtera, as SohJer observes, admit of no doubt us tu the era used. The day of the 
weekornionth not being specihed, the e^act equivalent date A. D. cannot be determined. But the 
year may be taken as A- D. 1023, The date was probably expressed i» the nortliern fashitm, that 
is to say, (leeordltig to a year in which the month ends with the full moon, Tlie exact cquivaleut 
year depends on the circumstance whether the writer counted 1080 years aa expired, or the ten 
hundred and eightieth year as current. Both modes of reckoning were in use, ’ 

The inscription was recorded within about five years of the sack of Matliurd by MahniOd of 
/ Ghazni in A. B, 1018, when the temples are said to have been burnt. It would seeui that the Jain 
temples on the Kank&ll mound must have escaped destruciiom

The loss of on which the distinctive symbol would hnre been carved, makes it

The deeply undercut foliage in the band of 
aoulpture swromiding the rays proceeding from the head indicates that the statue was executefl while 
art still dourished, probably during the Knalian ^leriod. *

Tho image dated V. S, 1080, A, D. 1020, previously described {Plate XC, figure 3), was dedicated 
by the Digiunbara sect, and was found near their temple to the west These two coloHsal inuigoa 
dated 1038 and 1134 w'ere round in Docember 1889 nonr the tnoi'e centnd teniplc, which aecois to 
have betouged to the ^vetSmbara sect. 

Photographs of them w'ere token at tlie time of the discovery b 3 » local artists, Clmiint Lnl and 
Shawani Knm, who also photographed from tho well a general view of the cxcitvations, iu which both 
statues are shown. 

The sack of Mathurfi by MaliniOd of Ghazni took place in A J). 1(118. One of these itiiagefl 
was set up before, and the other nearly sixty years after tliat event. Whatever may Tiavo been ibe 
exact amount of destruction wrought by the invader, it w dear that the Jains continued to oeuupy 
their holy place.s with little interruption.
